have, who may be called capitalists, are prone 
rather to speculate in shares which have an estab- 
lished reputation upon the market, than the more 
lucrative, but less certain, profit of mining. Thus 
it comes to pass that when a valuable mining lo- 
cation is dealt with at all the five or six persons 
who have clubbed together to buy the land of the 
original proprietor hold only to job their interests, 
and it not unfrequently happens that after a little 
time the majority get tired of holding, or wanting 
their money for something else, sell out to-a fel- 
low-share-holder who eventually becomes the sole 
proprietor. We know of a dozen instances 
where this or something like it has occurred ; and 
the almost certain result of that state of things is 
the destruction of all chances of the development 
of the property. Men who hold to sell at large 
profits are not those likely to become miners ; and 
no matter how rich the holding, it is not the pro- 
vince or the disposition of such holders to work 
the mine themselves or to let others work 
it. Their policy is that of a dog in the manger, 
unless molified by exorbitant profits.

The earnings have required the full capacity of 
the whole equipment of the companies; and the 
necessities of business and the interest of the com. 
panies have demanded for some months, during 
the yéar, a concentration of nearly the whole 
equipment upon the line between Columbus and 
Cincinnati, thus diminishing the traffic upon the 
Dayton and Western Railroad, and thereby creat- 
ing a more than corresponding increase to the 
earnings of the line between Columbus and Cin- 
cinnati. 

The apparent deficit, tnegpicre, of earnings to 
rent and expenses of the Dayton and Western, 
amounting to $19,361 83, is to be attributed to 
the exigencies of businesss upon the L. M. and C, 
and X. R. R. . 

Notwithstanding the greatly increased expense 
of labor and materials, and the unusual wear of 
track and machinery, it has been deemed the truy 
interest of the company, and due to the public, to 
keep up and maintain the road bed, track and 
equipment in good order. They have been well 
maintained. 2,320 tons of new rails, 29,000 new 
ties, and 18,600 chairs and joint fasteninys have 
been put down, and 2,900iron railsrepaired. The 
equipment, which is in good order, consists of 48 
engines, 613 freight cars, 40 passenger cars, and 
19 baggage, mail and express cars. Four of these 
engines, eight of the passenger cars, two of the 
baggage cars and fifty-nine of th e box cars, were 
built during the year. 

The operating and management of the road has 
been embarrassed in various ways, by the de- 
mands of the government service for the military 
railroads and gunboats, 

The street railroad connection at Cincinnati is 
being completed. The facilities for the receipt 
and delivery of warehoused freights along the 
line of the connection will add greatly to the ac- 
commodation of shippers and consignees, materi- 
ally diminish the expense of handling, and natur- 
ally invite the establishment of warehouses, and 
transportation therefrom upon the lines of the 
companies, Practically it will be an extension of 
freight depot facilities penetrating into the city, 
and inducting private interest and enterprise to 
foster and accommodate the business of the roads. 

In accordance with the requirements ef the _ 
boards of directors and stockholders of the com- 
panies, proceedings have been had, by which the 
two companies will become the purchasers of the 
line between Xenia and Dayton and of the right 
of way and other property of the Dayton, Xenia 
and Belpre Railroad Company. 

The perpetual lease of the Dayton and Wesfern 
and Richmond and Miami, from Dayton to Rich- 
mond, approved by the stockholders, has been 
executed. ‘The line direct from Columbus to Chi- 
cago via Richmond will be opened in a few weeks; 
and this, together with the direct line from Pitts- 
burg to Columbus which will probably be open in 
July, will give to your lines an increased traffic, 
counterbalancing, probably, any diversion which 
may be anticipated, by the opening ‘of the Atlan- 
tic and Great Western through to Cincinnati. 

The measures in progress at the date of the last 
report of the boards, to open a line from Rich- 
mond to Indianapolis, were superseded by an ar- 
rangement and contrect with the Columbus and 
Indianapolis Central Railway Company, which 
purports to take effect in May, 1864, but has not 
yet been formally executed, on account of modifi- 
cations and additions requiring the approval of 
the stockholders of the Columbus and Indianapo- 
lis Company, which will doubtless be obtained. 

The demands of the government for transporta- 
tion of troops and munitions of war have been 
promptly met, frequently requiring the whole 
equipment of the roads, and interrupting our local 
business. It is due to the officers and employees 
of the companies that the Boards should state the 
fact that the military service has been performed 
with a promptness and energy which has elicited 
the commendation to the Chief of rail transporta- 
tion of the United States.

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_” British Imports and Exports.--Our own Duty. 
The commercial activity-of the British Empire is enormous. The ninth 
report of the commissioners of customs. shows an increase in 1864, of the 
most surprising character. The imports in that year, were 26 millions more 
than in 1863. Since 1859 goods of the value of £100,000,000 have been 
added to the aggregates of former years, during the same period or a mean 


. . | of twenty millions a year, and for the same number of years to come, no 
: : | falling offis anticipated. The return for the last six years is as follows:

The rates between the foreign and colonial imports is as 17 millions to 9, 
the return of the former being in 1864 £181,137,158, against £164,235,272 in 
1863, and of the latter £92,726,766 in 1864; against £84,683,747 in 1863. 
With foreign countries the largest increase is in the arrivals from Egypt, and 
the small country of Holland, in the latter case having increased from 8 to 
11 millions, and in the former from 16 to19 millions, The Dutch trade 
has enlarged principally from the alteration in the sugar duties, on Dutch 
refined sugar, and the Egyptian from the increased growth of cotton. The 
Russian imports have swelled two millions, and the foreign West Indies by 
the same amount. The increase in the imports from the Hanse towns, Bel- 
gium, Spain and Mexico has been a milion each, There has also been a 
slight increase in. the receipts from Norway, Denmark, and Japan, and a 
falling off in those from Portugal, Italy and China. . 
The American imports ‘have largely diminished, at least a million and a- 


: . | half beyond those in 1863 as compared with 1862. 


The trade with France is improving, and nearly in the same proportion as 
in 1863, and especially in the articles of butter, cotton, leather gloves, clover 
seed, silk manufactures, brandy and refined sugar, There is a decrease in 
raw silk. 

India contributes more than half of the imports from the colonial depend- 
encies, and Australia has sent values of three millions additional chiefly in 


wool, Hong Kong and the Bahamas have doubled their importations, the 
latter owing to their connection with blockade running, swelling their ex- 
ports by £900,000. The other West India islands have also increased theirs, 
and so British Guiana and Honduras while Ceylon and British North 
America show a decline, Of the 14 articles usually selected as a test, their 
is in 1864 as compared with 1863 an increase in nine and a falling off in five. 
The former are cotton, flax, hemp, jute, spirits, unrefined sugar, timber and 
wood, tobacco, wine and wool. Those showing a decrease are coftee, tea, 
silk, corn, flour and provisions. 

We attribute the flourishing condition of the British Foreign trade, among 
other things to the completeness of its Consular establishments which are 
conducted by accomplished men. Their reports are commercial curiosities 
showing great attention and observation on their part. The appointees are 
not mere political favorites, but are chosen for their abilities and experience. 
There-is n0 reason whatever why our owu Consular system should not be 
reformed altogether. Consuls are really.more important agents than min- 
isters. The latter act in a sphere quite beyond that of commerce, being de- 
voted chiefly to the consideration and explanation of inter-national law, 
while the latter every hour are in contact with the material interests of their 
countrymen. 

Another curious fact is that the imports into the British Empire, are all 
the time very much larger than the exports, as we have frequently shown 
by tables, and thus the balance of trade so called is heavily against it. Still 
itis progressing in wealth, and evidently stands at the head of commercial 
nations, 

Commerce is in fact the one idea, and the sole policy of Great Britain. 
All its intercourse with other nations, and all its interior legislation are di- 
rected to this one object. The Government is a most expensive one even in 
time of peace. Its civil list is enormous of itself. The expenditures of:thé 
Government in all departments are large, the people are heavily taxed, and 
the utmost skill of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, is constantly employed 
in securing by imposts, excises and taxation, means to keep the Imperial 
machine in motion. It is not expected that the British national debt will 
ever be paid. This appears to be the conceded opinion of its. economists, 
publicists, statesmen and legislators. So that all that can be done is to 
keep up the commerce and production of the Empire to their maximum, or 
there would be a break down. 

On the contrary, while we regard commerce as the useful agent of civili- 
zation and industry, as the means of rewatding enterprise and skill, yet we 
also look at it as 4 sourcé from which our national expenditure may be met ° 
and our debt again extinguished, 

We may learn a good deal from the British system, and one thing especi- 
ally, is the necessity of steani navigation on the Ocean, particularly as ap- 
plied to the carrying of mails, There can be no commerce safely carried on 
without tegular correspondence, That is the medium of all foreign con- 
traets, aiid of punctual remittance, without which no foreign trade can long 
be ctiducted successfully. It is time that our Government appreciated this

The city has been much excited the past week by 
very singular disclosures in Wall street. Defalca- 
tion in a Bank: officer, and the failure of.a Gold 
broker to make good his checks for a large amount, 
have naturally attracted much attention. Scarce- 
ly had the public been informed of these transac- 
tions, before it was further astounded by the. re- 
port of still other fraudulent operations to the en- 
ormous extent of more than two millions, occa- 
sioned by the forgeries of gold checks by a mem. 
ber of one of the largest. Banking houses in the 
city, whose credit and character have been unem- 
peachable. It immediately suspended payment, 
and also another connected with it, whose losses 
are also large, The shock has been intense, and an 





uneasiness created the result of which is yet uncer- 
tain. It is the feeling of the public thatthe desire 
of acquiring wealth suddenly, lies at the bottem 
of these crimes against society. 

Where money has been made so rapidly, and in 
such large sums, as the history of Wall street dis- 
closes, the temptation to take great immoral as 
well as other risks, seems too strong to be resisted 
by a certain class of even trusted men. No admoni- 
tions nor misgivings, or the dread of exposure can 
influence them, and they fall never to rise again. 

We leave however, to the pulpit and to moral-. 
ists the enforcement of the principles which alone 
form the basis of all correct business habits, 

The last weekly averages of the Banks, show a 


4 considerable falling off in loans to the extent of, 


$3,643,451, a decrease in specie of $762,912, in de- 
posits of $2,509,489, and in legal tenders of $555,- 
545. Nevertheless they occupy a strong position, 
holding in specie $21,080,309, and legal tenders 
$43,006,428 on the 12th instant, and the circula- 
tion but $8,050,361. The Money Market is easy 
but the rate keeps up at 7 per cent. at which price 
itis not difficult to negotiate good loans. The 
transactions at the clearing house were somewhat 
less, the aggregate being on the 12th $463,488,- 
275, 87, against $576,961,325 59 the previous 
week, and the balance to be adjusted finally being 
$19,374,246 68, against $21,707,926 63 the bal- 
ance of the previous week. 

The Railway Market on the whole is improving, 
the earnings being generally on the increase, and 
showing that their business has not fallen off on 
the return of peace, as many persons supposed it 
would. It is very apparent that travel as well as 
freight traffic is improving, it being found that at 
all the great places of resort, aswell as the marts 
and centres of business the pressure is increasing, 
and not diminishing. In the South, the roads are 
being put once more into good condition ;, north- 
ern capital being freely used in their re-construc- 
tion. The old staples of the South are found to 
exist in quantities larger than was supposed, and 
only require the restoration of the old facilities to 
come in very considerable quantities. At New « 
Orleans and Newbern especially, we learn that 
cotton is coming forward quite rapidly. 

From abroad we hear that while our Govern- 
ment securities have declined in England, they 
stand at nearly the same quotations on the con- 
tinent, and orders to purchase in large amounts 
are constantly received in this city. The foreign 
market does not seem to control our own as much 
as was expected, The large supply of money 
whether of paper, or paper reduced to gold at 
present prices, is enough to make this country 
quite independent of foreign opinion. 

Exchange has advanced slightly with an ad- 
vance in gold, but not in such a degree as to make 
much difference in our own markets, The fact 
is that American business has for some tine 
past been conducted on a very careful basis. 
Foreign credits have been but little asked or 
granted, and in this we have gained great securi- 
ty. Our merchants as a body are unquestionably 
in a very sound condition, and are able and ready 
for any emergency of a financial or commercial 
character. Indeed the whole country is practi- 
tically safe, but would be sounder doubtless if our 
paper money more, rapidly appreciated. We 


|have some reason to believe that the Secretary of 
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the Treasury is anxious for this, and is doing all’ 
he can to arrive at this desirable end. We have 
faith in the man, and this appears to be a general 
feeling among our best informed cotemporaries. 

A Boston paper has recently put forth some in- 
teresting opinions as to his financial position. It 
asserts that the public expenditures can be readily 
brought to 400 millions, and that this sum can be 

depended on as its receipts. We believe that this 
sum is too large, and that it will be found so. 

A report that Mr. McCulloch was coming to 
this city to confer with its principal’ bankers in 
order to obtain more money, has been officially 
denied. On the contrary we believe that he is 
easy in his money transactions, and finds his in- 
come quite large enough to meet all the calls 
upon it. His balances continue heavy, the Sub- 
Treasurer in this city reporting on Tuesday $57,- 
759,708 78, and there are no signs of its diminish- 
ing at present. 

Governments continue quite steady, while State 
bonds are dull of sale without any material change. 
The gold market continues heavy, and holders 
under the anxiety we have already alluded to, have 
been relieving themselves by large sales. It is 
very evident that large speculations have been at 
the bottom of some of the late difficulties, and the 
ease with which money has been raised by fair 
means or foul, to sustain some of the operators, 
has tempted them beyond the bounds of honesty, 
The public have been all the time seriously in- 
jured by these speculations, in varying and unjust 
prices, consumers especially who have been taxed 
on the necessaries of life more than justice de- 
manded. We shall hope that a sounder state of 
things is not far distant, and as we have frequent- 
ly remarked by an improvement in our paper cur- 
rency. While this is the sport of individuals con- 
trolling laige credit and capital, with the banks 
and even the depositaries of the Government to 
back them, we can never be safe for a moment, 
It is also to be hoped that the losses some of our 
own institutions have recently sustained will teach 
them to confine themselves hereafter to a legiti- 

®mate business.

Napa Valley (Cal.) Railroad. 

A letter to the Sacramento Union, dated Napa 
City, July 11, 1865, says: 

On the 3d instant the Chief Engineer and Secre- 
tary having filed their affidavit that four and one- 
tenth miles of the Napa Valley Railroad was fully 
completed, equipped and in running order, the 
county issued bonds to the company to the amount 
of $41,000, and received in exchange the proper cir- 
tificate of stock. Yesterday in pursuance to pre- 
vious announcement, the formal opening of the 
road took place. A large concourse of people, 
numbering many citizens of San Francisco, had 
gathered to witness this initiation of a road des- 
tined to run, ere many years, far into the Russian 
river country, and to be the outlet of the products 
of three counties—Sonoma, Lake and Napa. The 
President and Board of Directors had everything 
prepared for the most favorable reception of the 
friends of the enterprise. A bounteous repast 
was set at the Revere House, at which champagne 
flowed like water. Innumerable toasts were 
drank to the Napa Valley Railroad and all con- 
nected with it. Quite a number of prétty little 
speeches were made, among which [I shall only 
mention that of Samuel Brannan, who summed 
up in a‘ nut shell” the advantages of the exten- 
sion of this road to the head of the valley. His 
remarks showed a clear conception of all the ad- 
vantages of the road to the county at large as 
well as the adjoining counties of Sonoma and 
Lake, 

After doing ample justice to the collation, the 
company repaired to the cars, where there being 
but accomodation sufficient for a portion of the 
large concourse present, the San Francisco dele- 
gation were favored with the first ride; after which 
the cars continued to run to Suscol and back for 
the accommodation of all those who wanted a ride. 

The engine employed on the road is what is 
known as the Pony engine, and is to be used only 
temporarily, until a larger and more powerful one 
can be procured. The schedule time between 
Suscol and Napa City will be about fifteen min- 
utes. Passengers to and from the city will no lon- 
ger have to endure a crowded and disagreeable 
tide of seven miles in a stage-coach. A Napa 
Valley Railroad, extending to the upper boundary 
of this county may now be regarded as a fixed 
fact, and we may look forward to its completion 
at no very distant day. 

The road is not without its opponents as well as 
friends, but the great majority of the people ap- 
preciate and are interested in the advantages of & 
road connecting them speedily with market. 

A new era has certainlyedawned upon Napa City 
and Valley, one which I feel certain will add much 
to the wealth and prosperity of our county. The

When we extend 
this road up the valley, and tap that rich Russian

When the valley lands are exhausted, the hills 
adjacent ate found by practical experience to pro- 
duce fine crops of cereals, and some of the finest 
vineyards we have are on the hillside, where a 
few years ago it was thought nothing would grow.

We have heartily enlisted in a railroad, 
and Iam pleased to see it. While some other 
counties have been talking of roads, we have built 
a section of ours, and are determined to complete 
the whole road. 
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Export Duties are Constitutional. 
BY A. B, JOHNSON. 

“No tax or duty shall be laid on articles ex- 
ported from any State.” This constitutional man- 
date has always been assumed to interdict all ex- 
port duties, and this assumption has been so long 
unchallenged, no occasion demanding an investi- 
gation, that much difficulty exists in removing 
our prepossessions, now that a want of revenue de- 
mands all the resources of the Union. Had the 
constitution said, no tax or duty shall be laid on 
articles exported, the prohibition would have 
been unequivocal; but the prohibition is limited 
to “articles exported from any State,” which 
makes the prohibition equivocal. And when we 
examine the context of the constitution, we shall 
find reasons for believing that the prohibition was 
intended only to prevent congress from laying any 
fax or duty on the exportS of one State into 
another, the prohibition being immediately follow- 
ed by similar restrictions ; as, “no preference shall 
be given by any regulation of Commerce on reve- 
nue, to the ports of one state over those of anoth- 
er; norshall vessels bound to or from one state, 
be obliged to enter, clear or pay duties in another,” 
Andin this connexion, we must remember, that 
the grievance which more particularly urged the 
States to confederate together, was aggressive legis- 
lation by the States against each other ; hence in 
giving Congress power to regulate external and 
internal commerce, the States sought only to 
guard against local inequalities and favoritisms. 

Allexports from the United States must neces- 
Satily be shipped from ports in sume one of the 
States, hence no meaning existed for saying, no tax 
or duty shall be laid on articles exportedfrom any 
State; and we would accordingly interpret the 
Prohibition as sayirtg, no tax or duty shall be laid 
on any article, the growth or product of any State. 
We thus make the article intelligible, by making 
it wholly different from the original text, which 
can be more naturally interpreted by making it 
read, “no tax or duty shall be laid on articles 
exported from any State —into any other State. 

Duties on exports from the United States were 
expressly contemplated by the constitution, which 
says, “no state without the consent of Congress 
shall lay any duties on Imports or Exports, ex- 

cept what may be absolutely necessary for exe- 
cuting its inspection laws ;. and the net produce-of 
all duties laid by any State on imports or exports 











shall be for the use of the Treasury of the United 
States &c.” Indeed the power of Congress to 
collect duties on exports is given’ as fully as 
to collect duties on imports. Both are}included 
in the same short settion :-——‘ Congress shall have 
power to lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and 
excises ;” and to this no limitation is added, ex- 
cept that “all duties, imposts and excises shall 
be uniform throughout the United’ States.” : The 
word duties and imposts are as ‘applicable to ex- 
ports as toimports. The sound of the word im- 
posts, leads some persons to deem it synonymous 
with imports; but the word impost is derived 
from the word impose ; and it means ‘anything that 
is imposed, whether it be on exports’ or-or im- 
ports. This general meaning of the word imposts, 
was understood by the framers of the constitution, 
they thus defining the word by saying,—“ no State 
shall, without the consent of Congress, lay any 
Imposts or duties on imports or exports, without 
the consent of congress.” 

We may argue that if Congress can create an 
export duty, Congress may discriminate invidious- 
ly against the products of some of the States ;— 
but not more than they can thus discriminate by 
import duties ; as, forinstance, by an import duty 
on coal, salt, iron, woollens &c.; hence no greater 
reason exists for a prohibition against export du- 
ties, than against import duties. Both, equally, 
may be perverted, and so indeed may all legisla- 
tion; but we must bear the possible evil of legis- 
lation, for the sake of its certain good: To volun- 
tarily relinquish the power to derive revenue from 
exports, and especially of tle unique ‘kind of 
some of our’s, is to abandon a source of income 
which will be borne by foreign consumers, rath- 
ther than by our own citizens; and for which 
abandonment no motive exists but obedience to 
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a vague constitutional prohibition which is cer- |, 


tainly susceptible of a difterent and more ‘natural 
meaning. 





Virginia Railroads. 

Repairs to the damaged railroads in Virginia 
are rapidly approaching completion. The cars 
will run to Lynchburgh from Alexandria on Mon- 
day, and the Richmond and Acquia Creek roads 
will connect at Fredericksburgh in a few days, 
thus doing away with present staging of ten miles, 
Steps are being taken to reopen at once the Ma- 
nassas Gap road to Front Royal and Strasbarg. 
The unfinished Loudoun and Hampshire road will 
be pushed to completion at an early day. 

The damages on the line of the Virginia Cen- 
tral Railroad have been repaired, and the trains 
are now running from Richmond to Jackson’s 
river, which has been the terminus of the road for 
some five years. At the beginning of the war the 
railroad was completed to that point, and the 
grading on the route to Covington, in the county 
of Alleghany, was being rapidly finished. The 
work however, was suspended by the hostilities, 
but it is more than probable that the ten miles yet 
to be completed will be finished before the end of 
the year, and next summer we may be able to 
visit the White Sulphur Spring, of Greenbriar, by 
rail,

There can be 

no doubt that the guard of a railway train must 

anticipate, among other probable sources of dan- 

ger on the journey, the neglect of a servant to oil 

the wheels of the carriages, the neglect of another 

to adjust the points, the neglect of another to 

take care that the rails are safely and securely 

fastened and bolted. I think that this case falls 

within the principle laid down for the first 

time in Priestly vs. Fowler, (3 M. & W.1,) which is 

not in my opinion opposed to any authority which 

has arisen out of it. 

Martin B,—I believe that it was in consequence 

of a doubt entertained by me that judgment was 

not given at the conclusion of the argument. I 

certainly did think it a matter worthy of consider- 

ation, and I think so still whether this case falls 

within the rule Jaid down by Lord Chelmsford, C. - 


McGuire (3 Macq., 307,) that “ where servants 
are engaged in different departments of duty, an 
injury committed by one servant upon the other 
by carelessness or negligence in the course of his 
peculiar work, is not within the exception, and 
the master’s liability attaches in that case in the 
same manner as if the servant stood in no such 
relation to him.” Were I satisfied that Lord 
Chelmsford, when hespeaks of servants engaged 
in different departments of duty, contemplated an 
engine driver or guard of a railway train as being 
a different service from that of a platelayer or 
other persons employed to take care of the line. 
I should be less willing to concur in this judgment; 
but I have carefully read the case of the Bartons- 
hill Coal Company vs. Reid, and the Bartonshill 
Coal Company vs. McGuire, and also the judgment 
of the Supreme Court of Massachusetts in the 
case of Farrell vs. Boston and Worcester railway 
(4. Metcalf, 49,) whose observations are applicable 
to this case.

I think the 
case falls within the principle laid down in Priest- 
ly vs. Fowler, and the subsequent authorities 
which have been cited. It is certainly governed

Union Pacific R. R. 

The published official correspondence between 
General John A. Dix, president of the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad (main line,) on the one side, and 
President Johnson and Secretary Harlan on the 
other, concerning the proposed change of location 
of the line of the road west of Omaha excites con- 
siderable interest in western Iowa and Nebraska, 
and vigorous protests have gone to Washington 
from Omaha against the change. 

In the absence of the maps referred to in the 
correspondence, it is necessary to state that the 
deviation from the original line commences about 
two miles southwest of Omaha. From the point 
of divergence it runs south and southeast, follow- 
ing the course of one of the small tributaries of 
the Missouri about six miles, then crossing a di- 
Vide to another tributary, whose course it ascends 
toa point near the original crossing of the Elk- 
horn river. 

The new location is about nine miles longer 
than the old. It is adopted for the purpose of 
avoiding difficult grades. The company deem the 
change so essential that they have already aban- 
doned the work on the old line, a considerable 
Portion of which was completed, and commenced 
operations on the other route in advance of ob- 
taining the ussent of the government. 

Secretary Harlan holds that the President has 
the right to give his sanction to the change, and 
that no reason exists why it should not be made, 
provided a survey by an officer of the government 
shall sustain the representations of the company.

Brooklyn Central and Jamaica R. R. 

In pursuance of a judgment obtained by Ira 
Smith for $107,000 against the Brooklyn Central 
Railroad Company on the 29th of June last, that 
road has been sold for $106,000, subject to $300,- 
000 mortgage, E. B. Litchfield, Esq., being the 
purchaser. This sale puts the road in new hands 
and relieves it permanently of certain embarrass- 
ments which could have been got rid of in no 
other way.
